S.O. 2453.— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 6 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection! Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), and after previous publi¬ 
cation as required bv rule 11 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Rules, 
1964, the Central Gove nmenl hereby: — 

(1) notifies that gum karaya meant for food and pharmaceutical uses shall 

be subject to quality control and inspection prior to export; 

(2) specifies the type ol inspection in accordance with the Export of Gum 

Karaya (Inspection) Rules, 1965, as the type ol inspection which will 
be applied to the said gum karaya prior to export; 

(3) prohibits the expo*t, in the course of international trade, ol the said 

gum karaya, unless the same is accompanied by a certificate issued 
by any of the Export Inspection Agencies at Bombay and EVelhi esta¬ 
blished under section 7 of the Export (Quality Control end Inspection) 
Act, 1963 (22 of 1963) to the effect that the gum karaya is export 
worthy. 

2. Nothing in this notification shalj app T y to export by sea, land or air ol samples 
of the said gum karaya not exceeding one kilogram at a time to prospective 
buyers. 

3. In this notification ‘gum karaya’ shall mean gum obtained from the plant 
Slerculia urens, and meant for food and pharmaceutical uses. 

4. This notification shall come into force on the 1st September, 1966.

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S.O. 2454. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 17 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following tu e; lo amend the Export of Gum Karaya (Inspec¬ 
tion) Rules, 1965, namely: — 

1, These rules may be called the Export of Gum Karuya (Inspection) 

Amendment Rules, 1966. 

2. In the Export of Gum Karaya (Inspection) Rules, 1965— 

(1) for rule 2, the following rule shall be substituted, namely— 

“2. Definition. —In these rules, unless the context otherwise requres,— 

(a) “Agency” means any one of the Export Inspection Agencies estab¬ 

lished at Bombay and Delhi under section 7 of the Export (Qua¬ 
lity Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963); 

(b) “Gum Karaya” moans the gum obtained from the plant. Sterculia 

Urenx, and meant lor food and pharmaceutical uses."; 

(11) after rule 3, the following rule shall be inserted, namely— 

“3A. Preparation of consignment for export —Any per,son desiting to 
export gum karaya shall make it clean and free from rodent nair, 
rodent filth and rodent excreta, 

(iii) for rule 4, the following rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

“4, Procedure of Inspection —(1) Any exporter intending to export 
gum karaya shall submit an application to the Agency, or an 
officer of the Agency authorised in this behalf by the Agency, 
giving particular of the consignment intended to be exported. 

(2) Where the exporter desires that the inspection of the consignment 

of gum karaya to be exported may be conducted— 

(a) by the Agency at Bombay, he shall submit the application under 

sub-ru’.e (1) not less than three days prior to shipment, 

(b) by the Agency at Delhi, he shall submit the application under sub¬ 
rule (1) not less than seven days prior to shipment. 

(3) On receipt of the application referred to in sub-rule (2), the Agency 

shall inspect the consignment of gum karaya and satisfy itself 
that the said consignment of gum karaya complies with the re¬ 
quirements of rule 3, 

(4) Inspection shall be carried out either.— 

(i) before the gum karaya is packed in the gunny bags, or 

(ii) after the gum karaya has been packed in the gunny bags and the 

material is ready for export. 

(5) If on such inspection of the said consignment of gum karaya, the 

Agency is satisfied that the consignment to be exported complies 
with the requirements of rule 3, it shall issue a certificate to the 
effect that the consignment is export-worthy, 

(iv) after rule 4, the following rule shall be inserted, namely: — 

“4A. Packing —Tire gum karaya shall be packed in double gunny bags. 
The inner bag shall be clean and sound and the outer bag shall 
be new and shall be marked; 

"Gum Karaya for food and pharmaceutical use”. 

(v) For rule 5, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:-— 

“5. Appeal —(1) Any person aggrieved by the refusal of the Agency to 
issue a certificate under sub-rule (5) of rule 4 may, within ten 
days of the receipt of communication of such refusal by him, 
prefer an appeal to a panel of experts consisting of not less than 
three persons, as may be constituted by the Central Government. 

(2) The decision of the panel on such appeal shall he final”.
